Albion (1952). The lightest lemon to date. Even the pollen is milk white. 
Large, roundly recurved form. Early, repeats. 38” stems. 


Angelus. Light sulfur yellow, chartreuse overcast. Ruffled. 36”. M. 


Arla. Large light canary self with widely overlapping petals. Coo] and 
lovely. Fragrant. 45” stems. Early midseason. 


Aristocrat. Light orange stars with deeper touch at throat. 36”. M. 


Cellini. A masterpiece in form. Like a Dutch amaryllis. Smooth light 
canary self. Profuse bloomer. 32”. Medium late. 


Easter Morn. Tall, stately and impressive yellow bitone with old rose 
glow at throat. Broadly round petals. Recommended. 48”. M. L. 


Halo. Evening blooming rich yellow with cinnamon halo. Triangular 
shape. Opens afternoons, lasts through next day. 42’. Midseason, 


Herkimer Johnson. Large gold flower, wide petals. Showy in clump. 
34’””, Early midseason. 


Naranja. Large, ruffled, full formed pure golden orange. Perhaps the finest 
orange daylily. H. M. 1950. T. H. S. 36”. Midseason. 


Psyche. Most unusual form with long, broad petals which recurve like iris 
falls. Soft yellow with faint lavender halo. 45’. Midseason. 


Shades of Scarlet and Bright Red 


Ballet Girl. Star shaped light red shading to pale pink on petal edges. 
40 buds on 32” stems. Early midseason and often reblooms. 


Cerise. Best late rosy-crimson flower. Scarlet shading. Beautiful and fine 
every were lam View 900 lH Ss 40/estems. 


Chanticleer. Excellent crimson with scarlet sheen. A favorite. We recom- 
mend it highly. 36”. Midseason. 


Luridum. Clear bright scarlet-red self. Very large. Tender in north. 
Ming Toy. Pure red semi-dwarf. Like bright red velvet. 20”. Early. 
Ohred. A shade deeper than Luridum. Likes warm locations. 44”. M. 


Scarlet Sunset. Flaming scarlet petals, much recurved like a turkscap. 
Brightest of all. H. M. 1950. T. H. S. 32’. Medium late. 


Tyrol. Mandarin red and scarlet bitone. Gold throat. Gracefully ruffled 
petals. One of the showiest red daylilies. 36’. Midseason.

Diadem. A wide open flower of complex color pattern. The petals are 
salmon pink with red salmon circular throat marking and soft yellow 
bands along the midribs. The sepals are soft yellow, throat medium 
yellow. Segments are wide, petals frilled, opens flat. Well branched 
36” stems with proliferations. $15.00 


Heloise. (ch-low-eese). Very large flower with wide segments which 
open widely but somewhat flaring so that there is little throat area. 
A rich, glistening, silky golden yellow self, very creped and pebbled. 
42” stems in early midseason. $8.00 


Paprika. A livid crimson red with orange throat, green deep down. 
Medium size, opens widely, sometimes much recurved segments. 
30” stems with 32 buds. Continuously in bloom from April until 
Sept. in Florida. Very sun resistent. $9.00 


Star of Eve. An evening bloomer in the form of a six pointed star. 
Wide segments, sepals rolled lengthwise and petals somewhat 
pinched at the tips. Light sulfur yellow self. Vigorous with many

Billie Burke. Large deep rose and sulfur bicolor. Opens in evening and 
lasts until after dark the next day. A favorite with us. 42”. Midscason. 


Bobolink. Garnet-purple petals; sepals yellow, somewhat dusted. 45” multi- 
flora stems—many wide petaled blooms. Charming and different. 


Cornell. Deep crimson red petals and dusted yellow sepals. Wonderfully 
rich contrast. Recurved, frilled. 42’, Midseason. 


Demi-Tasse. Charming little dwarf bicolor, Garnet red and gold. A 
rockery gem. 16” tall. Midseason. Use for edgeing. 


Elizabeth Wheeler. Evening blooming rose-yellow bicolor. 48”. M.

Sabrina. Magenta and plum shades with a copper overflush which varies 
from day to day. 40” nicely branched stems. Late. 


Scorpio (1952). Very long, very narrow segments, curled. Petals 10” or 
more in length. Light yellow orange with fulvous red dusting, heaviest 
along petal centers. Stems 3’ or more. An extremely large flower and a 
real ‘break’ in form. 


William Penn (1952). This huge flower, carried on 40” stems is a 
garden showpiece. Full formed, widely open, creped petals. A plum poly- 
chrome running from the lighter Attar of Roses through Rose Ash to 
Raisin and deep Catawba, but with more violet than any of these. 
Throat bright canary yellow. Blooms late.
